has been granted an extension of Its

eighteen months by Its 


principal creditors and the officials of 
the syndicate are now at work on a 
plan of action .-which will probably re- 
sult In a satisfactory adjustment of Its 
affairs. 
The committee chosen ex- 


presses the flrm belief that the concern 
Is entirely solvent and that Its em- 
barraBsment. will bo only tempora- 
ry. The Everett-Moore syndicate Is 
accredited with controlling more than 


'. 1,200'miles of urban and Interurban 


electric lines In Ohio and .Michigan, 
•with many new 
extensions still In 


course'of construction.

of tobacco has been nm down since 
11 was growing, there Is .an Incli- 
nation on the part of the dealers to 
purchase It, and take a chance on 
getting their flngere (burned. 


The dealers do net claim 
the crop 


IE valueless but they do . claim that 
It Is being held too high by the farm- 
ers. 
The entire 1901 crop would bo 


soon be brought up If tho price was 
such that the dealer could see a 
fair profit In handling It. 


Many of the large manufacturers 


cf the east have 
put In 
Immense 


stocks of 1900 Wisconsin and figure 
that they can go through the year 
end be Independent of the 1901 crop. 
In a case of this kind the dealer that 
has a large holding of 1901, 
may 


have to look to the foreign markets 
to dispose of the goods. 


Tobacco buyers as a natural thing 


will buy as much of a crop 
which 


Milts Itself to their purposes. 
This 


Is exactly what Is the matter 
with 


Wisconsin's crop of 1900, and that 
Is why the buyers are sent out after 
all they can get of It 
It does not 


ppeak admirably for the 
Dadger 


state's crop. 


The reason for stocking up to the 


largest possible extent Is that when 
n uniform lot. of tobacco Is In hand 
the product of the factory remains 
uniform. 
(regular grades are what 


manufacturers have most to contend 
with, to bo sure, and on tho whole 
It Is therefore only natural to secure 
the largest holdings. •" 


It Is not profitable In view of all 


this, to Invest heavily In the crop of 
1901 
at this time at the present high 


prices of the leaf, according to a 
dealer. 
This Is only true when con- 


sidered In one way. 
The 1901 crop 


which Is first class and certainly lack- 
ing but little In uniformity, will be 
gobbled up by the big dealers Just 
ns well as the crop of last year. But 
the question Is, what will be 
the 


prices next year.? 
Tobacco buying 


is as much of a speculation ns gmln. 


The recent damp, warm spell has 


been very 
favorable for 
tobacco 


growers and alxnit all the 
tobacco 


then on the poles came Into condition 
to be taken down for stripping. 


No systematic buvlng has yet de- 


veloped among the dealers, but mnny 
of them say they will start out after 
the holidays and see what the crop 
looks like. 
It Is safe to say that 


the majority of the good crops will 
be safely stored In the warehouses 
before spring. 
The poor stuff will 


likely. remain on the growers hands 


>* 


until there comes a demand for that 
class of leaf. 
• • • 


In many respects the year 
Juflt 


passed was the most remarkable In 
the history of the trade. 
Its rec- 


ord, however, will not pass Into his- 
tory unchallenged. It will not only be 
judged from the results 
achieved 


therein, succssfully or not, but more 
EO perhaps by certain occurrences 
held at some time, sure to affect a 
i evolutionary change .In the trade. 
Kven as to results achieved, opinions 
will vary substantially. 
Some will 


consider them to have been satisfac- 
tory; others oxecellent, while 
still 


others will, bemoan them as rank fail- 
ures. 


As for the occurrences with the 


prospective 
revolutionary 
conse- 


quences they actually came near de- 
moralizing the trade altogether. Nev- 
ertheless, to the impartial observer 
tho record of 1901 appears to have 
been a healthy and progressive one. 
There cannot possibly be any com- 
plaint as tc the volume of business 
done. . 


In domestic le&f the volume of 


business must certainly have 
sur- 


passed that of anv previous year, and 
In Imported leaf It more than equall- 
ed tho average of normal years. 


The new year opened with a gener- 


al demand for domestic wrapper leaf 
and In order to satisfy this abnormal 
r.r.:l early demand nearly one-third of 
the entire new crop had to be force- 
cweated and was sold six 
months 


before the balance came Into the mar- 
ket In Its naturally .mature -condi- 
tion. 
And when It did come It went 


off In a rush, first the more desir- 
able grades at fancy prices, then the 
darker leaf moved off. and the clcee 
of the year sees nearly the entire do- 
mestic wrapper leaf crop of last year 
Hlted from the market. 


Rarely, If ever efore did Connecti- 


cut seconds bring as high prices 
as 


thoy did this year, and an offer was 
equivalent to a sale. 
Likewise had 


the Wisconsin and Onondaga all their 
own way. 
Whatever the cause. It 


is a fact o be placed to the credit of 
1901 that the binder stock was In 
r.trenubiis demand '-and commanded 
higher and more remunerative prices 
than for many a year. 
Nor was the 


filler market a neglected quantity. 


Although large transactions were 


scarce, 
sales were so steady and 


continuous that the market-'Is 
nigh 


«losed out of old filler stock. 
The 


•'omestlc leaf market has therefore 
nil reason to remember gratefully the 
year that Is so soon to leave us.— 
U. S. Tobacco Journal.

The seas were running so wildly that 
It became necessary to Jump for her 
rail one at a time and be pulled nboard, 
Almost as If we were rescued rather 
than rescuers. The vessel was In a

got all about our own tussle with the 
storm. When wa arrl"pd on bonrd the 
pump became choked and useless, but
